THE FIGURES OF THE MAIL SERVICE 


A Decreased Number of Appointments— 
The Director of the Mint Tells 
All About the Money. 


Wasuincton, [November 27.—The annual 
report of First Assistant Postmaster General 
Stevenson shows that the number of post 


wffices established during the last fiscal year 


was 3,043, a decrease of 439 as compared with 
the previous year, and that the number diseon- 
tinued was 1,500, an increase of 380 over the 
acar ended June 30, 1886. The whole number 
of postofiices in operation June 90, 1857, was 
£5,157.

THE MINT REPORT. 
The director of the mint has submitted to 
he seeretary of the treasury his annual re- 
t for 1887. The value of gold and silver re- 
ceived at the mints and assay oflices during the 
year wasgreater than in any previous year 
Bince 1851. The value of the gold 
deposited was $68,222.072. In addition, there 
were deposited of the value of $15,193,706, 
making a total value of gold deposited $83,- 
416,779 against $49,605,534 in 1886. The value 
iof the silver deposited and purchased was 
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$47,755,918. In addition there were re- 
deposits of silver amounting to $462,113, 
making the total calculated at 


the coining rate $48,219,031, against $37,917,026 
in the preceding year. 

Oi the gold deposited $32,973,527 was of do- 
mestic production, $22,571,526 of foreign gold 
bullion, $9,896,512 of foreign gold coin, $516,984 

fLunited States gold coin and $2,265,319 of 
old material. 

The director estimates the stock of gold 
and silver coin in the United States, November 
1, 1857, to have been: Gold, $574,{27,873; sil- 
ver doll £277,110.157: subsidiary silver, 
$75,758,186.

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PREACHING PEACE, 


England and America Should Arbitrate In- 
stead of Going to War, 


New York, November 27.—Chickering hall 
was filled last og with people, who came to 
hear the views of the deputies from the Brit- 
ish parliament and eminent Americans on the 
oulrest of a treaty for the settlementof differ- 
ences with England by arbitration. Charles 
H. Hutchinson introduced the chairman of 
the meeting, Mayor Hewitt. The mayor said 
it was his pleasant duty to present the 
members of the British house this city 
in a meeting which had never had a 
of commons who had come to people of this 
parallel in this country. The 4 come to 
say they hoped the commun blood flowing in 
their veins and ours would never shed by 
oue nation or other. It was to be hoped the 
word ‘*war’’ would soon become unknown in 
the English language. Between Great Britain 
and America there should be no difference. 
The arbitration which the gentlemen would 
explain might make it advisable to take the 
vast sum at present consumed for a standing 
army, Which was now productive of no result, 
and distribute it among poverty-stricken peo- 
ple and it would be much better invested. The 
mayor extended a hearty welcome to the emi- 
nent visitors and commended them to the 
president and to congress. He then introduced 
Sir George Campbell. 

Sir George felt, when he heard these words 
ofthe mayor, that the object- for which he 
had crossed the ocean had been almost accom- 
plished, It was gratifying to him, as a mem- 
ber of the British parliament, to appear before 
that assemblage representative ofthe city of 
New York. Hespaida strong compliment to 
Mayor Hewitt, and then continued by saying 
that they had come here in pursuance of the 
object which the mayor had made easy. The 
mission of the deputation, to which the speak- 
er belonged, was to help to put aside war irom 


the human family. He was glad 
that in this country people had _ not 
iven much time to the military craze.

He thought England de- 
served punishment badly and if the dam- 
ages were excessive, and all would agree 
that she got it. Hethought Britain was at 
fault and the result was beneficial to the prin- 
ciples of arbitration. To some extent it was 
true that England only advocated arbitration 
disputes with strong nations. But England 
was not quite as bad as she had been repre- 
sented. Portugal was a week nation, and 
even in that case it was Great Britain which 
suffered most. Portugal was given Deloyoa 
bay, which was the most important point of 
entrance into Africa. His nation comes, 
nevertheless, before the American porns 
in favor of arbitration as proposed by 
Americans. There was no question 
which could not be settled in that 
way. ‘‘Take the fishery question for in- 
stance. There was Mr. Chamberlain, (hisses 
and applause intermingle) of whom he was 
sure there could not be a more capable man. 
Mr. Chamberlain did not come here as an arbi- 
trator, however, but as anegotiator. If he had 
great difficulties would have been removed. A 
tribune should be established for the purpose 
of arbitration. In conclusion, Sir George said: 
‘‘T have no authority from the house of com- 
mons to lay down any plan, but I wish this 
scheme we propose of be an accomplished 
fact. Ithink the moral force of some such 
tribunal, as suggested, would be sufticient to 
settie all difticuities which may arise between 
the two nations.”’ 


HE WANTED THE MONEY. 


The Mercenary Conduct of Beecher’s Eu- 
logist. ‘ 

New Yorx«, November 27.—A curious story 
about the Rev. Dr. Joseph Parker, of London, 
who came to this country to eulogize the mem- 
ory of the late Henry Ward Beecher, reached 
the public ear in Boston today. It pretends to 
prove that Dr. Parker’s visit to America, 
ostensibly to seatter tributes of praise over the 
grave of the dead lion of Plymouth, was in 
reality a well conducted plan to rake in a 
number of American shekels. Dr. Parker 
will deliver his farewell sermon in this 
country in Plymouth church Sunday week, 
and will sail for home the following 
Saturday, December 10. The story says that 
when Dr. Parker left London he obtained 
leave ofabsence until the middle of April, 
1888, and that he entered into a provisional 
contract with Major Pond, the lecture agent, 
toappearon the lecture platform until the 
middle of February next. The sudden short- 
ening of Dr. Parker’s lecture tour is mainly 
caused by the fact that he not succeeded over 
here asa lecturer. This failure, it is said, was 
caused by the preacher trying to palm off as 
new some old lectures of his that had already 
been published in America. 

The story then runs that out of the $2,000 
proceeds of the eulogy on Beecher $500 was 
for the ‘‘expenses’”’ of Dr. Parker and wife 
in coming to America and living here, about 
#500 more for the delivery of the oration, and 
other sums for “incidentals.” It alleged also 
that Dr. Parker received $250 from a syndi- 
cate for the copyright of the eulogy and that 
he was—paid $100 more for his sermon in Ply- 
mouth church, besides having his bills paid at 
the hotel St. George, Brooklyn. All of which, 
and other insinuations too trivial for publica- 
tion, caused a great dealof talk in Brooklyn 
today, and no little indignation among the 
members of Plymouth church and Mr. Beech- 
er’s personal friends. The Rev.S. B. Holli- 
day said tonight that he was not surprised to 
hear the story, for he had been anticipating it 
for some littlé time.

he emperor, replying to their address, said 
the ailment of the crown prince was a severe 
visitation, especially in view of his high po- 
sition and his great abilities for continuing the 
direction of the policy of Prussia and Ger- 
many in a manner which would hayé enabled 
the emperor to close his eyes in peace. What 
Providence might further decree, none could 
tell, but it was the duty of all to bow to God’s 
inscrutable will. The universal sympathy which 
had been shown in such @ remarkable degree 
was a great consolation. He regetted that he 
was unable toopen the reichstag in person. 
He would have liked himself to have told the 
‘world that he desired peacé, although Gerina- 
ny was perfectly prepared to meet attacks. He 
next alluded to the satisfactory state of the 
country’s finances, which, he said, was also 
manifest in the individual states of the empire. 
Finally, in the course of afew words on the 
general political situation, he expressed regret 
at the proposed resignation of M. Grevy. 

Referring to.the previous reichstag’s rejection 


of the military bill, the emperor said that the . 


uncertain state of affairs in [France now 
especially excited his apprehension. M.Grevy 
had shown great activity, and in its truest 
sense had displayed conservatism in his sup- 
port of the republic. 


NEWS OF STANLEY. 


A Letter Received From Major Barttelot— 
All Well. 


Lonpon, November 27.—The last mail ad- 
vices received from upper Congo say that Tip- 
poo Tib had not yet sent the promised carriers 
to Stanley’s rear guard at Yambuya to convey 
the stores for Emen Bey, and that Stanley had 
proceeded without them. Many of the men 
had died from starvation. 

Major Barttelot, in a letter dated August 17, 
gives reassurances that Stanley and all mem- 
bers of his party were well up to July 8th. 
The major’s camp had been revictualed, and 
he was on good terms with the natives. A 
party of marauding Arabs had arrivedin the 
vicinity. He was not certain whether or not 
they were the carriers whom Tippoo Tib had 

romised tosend. He was ready to follow 
tanley as soon as carriers arrived. 


GREVY TO RESIGN, 


M. Rouvier Commissioned to Announce the 
Fact. 


Parts, November 27.—M. Grevy today 
formally informed M. Rouvier of his resolu- 
tion to resign the presidency, and said he 
would send a message to the senate and to the 
chamber of deputies on Thursday next. M. 
Rouvier proceeded at once to the residence of 
M. Flouquet to announce the resignation of 
the president. Motions to adjourn until 
Thursday will be made in both houses tomor- 
row. 
- Parts, November 27.—M. Rouvier visited 
President Grevy again this evening, and at 10 
o’clock tonight had a conference with the 
other members of the cabinet. M. Anatole 
De LaBorge has formally refused to be a can- 
date for the presidency. He advocates a re- 
vision of the constitution and abolition of the 
senate and presidency. The reyolutionists 
held meetings today and speeches were made 
denouncing President Grevy and the support- 
ers of Ferry.

“THIRST IN A CAVERN.” 


Dr. Talmage’s Sermon at the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle. 


“OH THAT SOME ONE WOULD GIVE ME 


Drink of the Water of the Well of 
Bethlehem, Which is by the Gate” 
: —2 Samuel, xxiii, 15. 


Brooktyn, November 27.—[{Special.]—This 
morning at at the Tabernacle, after explain- 
ing appropriate passages of Scriptures, the 
Rey. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., gave out the 
following hymn, that was sung by the congre- 
gation with great heartiness: 

“Buried in sorrow and in sin 
At hell's dark door we lay; 
But we arise by grace Divine, 

To see a glorious day.” 

The subject of the sermon was “Thirst in a 

Cavern ;”’ and the text: “Oh that one would 
give me drink of water of the well of Bethle- 
hem, which is by the gate!’’—2 Samuel xxiii., 
15. 
_ War, always distressing, is especially ruinous 
in harvest time. When the cropsare all ready 
for the sickle, to have them trodden down by 
cavalry horses and heavy supply trains gully- 
ing the fields, is enough to make any man’s 
heart sick. When the last great war broke out 
in Europe, and France and Germany were 
coming into horrid collision, I rodq across 
their golden harvests, and saw the tents 
pitched, and the trenches dug in the very 
midst of the ripe fields, the long scythe of bat- 
tle sharpening to mow down harvests of men 
in great winrows of the dead. It was at this 
season of harvest that the army of the Philis- 
tines came down upon Bethlehem. Hark to 
the clamor of their voices, the neighing of 
their chargers, the blare of their trumpets, and 
the clash of their shields! 

Let David and his men fall back! The Lord’s 
host sometimes loses the day. But David 
knew where to hide. He had been brought up 
in that country. 

Boys are inquisitive,and they know all about 
the region where they were born and brought 
up. if you should go back to the old home- 
stead, you could, with your eyes shut, find 
erg way to the meadow, or the orchard or the 

ill back of the house, with which you were 
familiar thirty or forty years ago. So, David 
knew the cave of Adullam. Perhaps, in his 
boyhood days, he had played “hide-and-seek”’ 
with his comrades all about the old cave; and 
though others might not have known it, David 
did. Travelers say there is only,one way of 
getting into that cave,and that is by a very 
narrow path; but David was stout and steady- 
headed, and steady-nerved; and so, with his 
three brave staff officers, he goes along that 
path, finds the way into the cave, sits 
down, looks around at the roof and 
the dark passages of the mountain, 
feels very weary with the forced 
march ; and water he must have, ordie. I do 
not know but there may have been drops trick- 
ling down the side of the cavern, or that there 
may have been some water in the goat skin 
slung to his girdle; but that was not what he 
wanted. He wantedadeep, full cold drink, 
such as a2 man gets only out of an old weil with 
moss covered bucket. David remembered 
that very near that cave of Adnilam, there 
was such a well as that, a well to which he 
used to go in boyhood—the well of Bethlehem ; 
and he almost tmagines that he can hear the 
liquid plash of that well, and his parched 
tongue moves through his hot lips as he says: 
“Oh, that one would give me drink of the 
water of-the well of Bethlehem, which is by 
the gate!’’ 

It was no soone? said than done. The three 
brave staff-officers bound to their feet and 
start. Brave soldiers will take even a hint 
from their commander. But between ‘them 
and the well lay the host of the Philistines; 
and what could three men do with a great ar- 
my? Yet where there is a will there is a way, 
and, with their swords slashing this ge, and 

Vhile 
the Philistines are amazed at theseeming fool- 
hardiness of these three men, and cannot 


make up their minds exactly what it 
means, the three men haye come 
to the well. They drop the bucket. 


They bring up the water. They pour it in 
the pail, and then start for the cave. “Stop 
them!’ cry the Philistines. ‘Clip them with 
yourfswords! Stab them with your spears! 
Stop those three men!’ Too late! They 
have got around the hill. The hot rocks are 
splashed with the overflowing water from the 
vessel as it is carried up the cliffs. The three 
men go along the dangerous path, and with 
cheeks flushed with the excitement, and all 
out of breath in their haste, they fling their 
swords, red with the skirmish, to the side of 
the cave, and cry out to David: ‘There, 
captain of the host, is what you wanted, @ 
drink of the well of Bethlehem, whichis by 
the gate.”’ 

A text is of no use to me unless I can find 
Christ in it; and unless I can bring a Gospel 
out of these words, that will arouse and com- 
fort and bless, I shall wish I had never seen 
them; for your time would be wasted, and 
against my soul the dark record would be made 
that this day I stood before a great audience of 
sinning, suffering, and dying men, and told 
them of no rescue. By the cross of the Son of 
God, by the throne of the eternal judgment, 
that shall not be! May the Lord Jesus help 
me to tell you the truth today! 

You know that carrier pigeons have some- 
times letters tied under the wing, and they fly 
hundreds of miles—one hundred miles in an 
hour—carrying a message. So I have thought 
I would like to. have it now. O, heavenly 
Dove! bring under thy wing today, to my soul, 
and to the souls of this people, some message 
of light, and love, and peace! 

It is not an unusual thing to see people 
gather around a wellin summer time. he 
husbandman puts down his cradle at the well- 
curb. The builder puts down his trowel. The 
traveler puts down his pack. Then one draws 
the water for all the rest, himself taking the 
very last. The cup is passed around, and the 
fires of thirst are put out; the traveler starts on 
his journey, and the workman takes up h2 
burden. 

My friends, we come today around the Gos- 
pel well. “We put down our pack of burdens, 
and our implements of toil. One man must 
draw the water for those who have gathered 
around the well. I will try and draw the 
water today, and if, after I: have‘fPoured out 
from this living fountain for your soul, I just 
taste of it myself, you will not begruge mea 
“drink from the water of the well of Bethle- 
hem, which is by the gate.”’ 

This Gospel well, like®ithe well spoken of 
in the text, isa well of Bethlehem. David 
had known hundreds of wells of water, but 
he wanted to drink from that particular one, 
and he thought nothing could slake his thirst 
like that. And unless your soul and mine can 
get access to the Fountain open for sin and un- 
cleanness, we myustdie. That fountain is the 
well of Bethlehem. It was dug in the night. 
It was dug by the light of a lantern—the star 
that hung down over the manger. It was dug 
not at the gate of Cwsar’s palaces, not in the 
park of a Jerusalem bargain-maker. It was’ 
dug inabarn. The camels lifted their weary 
heads to hsten as the work went on. The 


shepherds, unable to sleep, because the heay-- 


ens were filled with bands of music, came 


down to see the opening of the well. The 
angels of God, at the first of 
the living water, dipped their chalices 


of joy into it, and drank to the health of earth 
and Ene as they cried: “Glory to God in 
the highest, and on earth peace.”’ hometianen 
in our modern barns the water is brought 
through the pipes of the city to the very nos- 
trils of the horses or cattle; but this well in 
the Bethlehem barn was notso much for the

David re- 
membered the time when that good water of 
Bethlehem was in the possession of Ins anced 
tors. His father drank there, his mother 
drank there. He remembered how the water 
tasted when he was a boy, and came up there 
from play. Wenever forget the old well we 
used todrink out of when we were boys of 


the lips and refreshed the brow better than 
anything we have found since. <Aswe think 
of that dear old well, the memories 
of the pan flow into each : 
like crystalline drops, sun-glinted, and all the 
more as we remember that the hands that used 
to lay hold the rope, and the hearts that beagé 
against the well-curb are stillnow. We never 
get over these reminiscences. George P. Mom 
ris, the great song-writer of this country, once 
said tome that his song, ‘‘Woodmay, Spa 
that Tree,” was sung in a great concert 

and the memories of early life so wrought 
upon the audience by that song that, after the 
singing was done, an aged man arose in the 
audience, overwhelmed with emotion, and 
said: “Sir, will you please to tell me whether 
the woodman really spared the tree?” We 
never forget the tree under which we pret. 
We never forget the fountain at which we 


memories! 

David thought of that well, that boyhood 
well, and he wanted a drink of it, but he ree 
membered that the Philistines had captured 
it. When those three men tried to come 
up to the wellin behalf of David, they saw 
swords gleaming around about it. And this is 
true of this gospel well. The Philistines have 
at times captured it. When we come to takes 
full, old-fashioned drink of pardon and com- 
fort, do not their swords of indignation and 
sarcasm fiash? Why, the skeptics tell us that 
we cannot come to that fountain. They say 
the water is not fit to drink anyhow. “If you 
are really thirsty now, there is the 
well of philosophy, there is the well 
of art, there is the well of 
science.”” They try to substitute, instead of 
our boyhood faith, a modern mixture. They 
Say agreat many beautiful things about the 
soul, and they try to feed our immortal hun 
on rose leaves, and mix a mint julep of wor! 
ly stimulants, when nothing will satisfy us 
but ‘‘a drink of the waters of the well of Beth- 
lehem, which is at the gate.”” They te 
starve us on husks, when the Father's banquet 
is ready, and the best ring is taken from the 
casket, and the sweetest harp is struck for 
the music, and the swiftest foot is already lift- 
ed for the dance. They patronize heaven and 
abolish hell, and ty .:* to measure 
eternity with their hour-glass, and the throne 
of the great God with their yard-stick! I ab 
hor it. I tell you the old Gospel well isa cap- 
tured well. I pray God that there may be 
somewhere in the elect host three anno 
men, with courage enough to go forth in the 
strength of the omnipotent God, with the glit- 
tering swords of truth, to hew the way back 
again to that old well, Ithink the tide is turn- 


place again in the family, and in the univer- 
sity, and in the legislative hall. Men have 
tried worldly philosophies, and have found out 


they rop an arctic midnight upon 
the death-pillow. They fail when there is @ 
dead child in the house, and when the soul 
comes to leap into the fathomless ocean of 
eternity, they give to the man not so much ag 
a broken spar tocling to. Depend upon it, 
that well will come into our possession again, 
though it has been captured. If there ben 
three anointed men in the Lord’s host with 
enough consecration to do the work, then the 
swords will leap from Jehovah’s buckler, and 
the eternal three will descend—God the Fath- 
er. God the Son, God the- Holy Ghost—con- 
quering for our dying race the 
way back again to “the water of 
the well of Bethlehem, which is by the gate.’”” 
“Tf God be for us, who can be against us?’ 
“Tf God spared not his own son, but freel 
gave him up for us all. how shall he not wit 
him also freely give usall things?” “Fork 
am persuaded that neither height, nor depth, 
nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to come,’’ shall take 
from us, into final captivity, the Gospel of my 
blessed Lord Jesus Christ. 

Again, the Gospel well, like the one spoken 
of in my text, is a well atthe gate. The trav- 
eler stops the camel today, and gets down and 
dips out of the vailey of the east some very 
beautiful, clear, bright water, and that is ou 
of the very well that David longed for. Do 
you know that that well was at the gate, so 
that nobody could go into Bethlehem without 
going right past it? And so it is with this 
Gospel well—it is at the gate. It is. in the first 
place, at the gate of purification. We cannot 
wash away our sins unless with that water. IE 
take the responsibility of saying there is no 
man, woman or child in this house today 
that has escaped sinful defilement. 
you say it is culsageom and ungallant for 
me to make such a charge? Do yousay: “E 
have never stolen, I have never blasphemed, I 
have never committed unchastity, I have 
never been guilty of murder?” I reply, you 
have committed a sin worse than blasphemy, 
worse than unchastity, worse than theft, worse 
than murder. We have all committed it. We 
have by our sin recrucified the Lord, and that 
is decided. Andif there is anyone who dare 
to plead “‘not guilty’ to the indictment, then 
the hosts of heaven will be empaneled as @ 
jury to render®a unanimous verdict against us; 
guilty one, guilty all. With what a slashing 
stroke that one passage cuts us away from 
all our pretensions. “There is none 
that doeth good—no, not one.” “Ob,” sayg 
some one, “all we want, all the race .wants, is 
development.’’ “Now I want to tell you 
the race ng tea without the Gos into @ 
Sodom, a Five Points, a great Salt e City. 
It always develops downward, and never up- 
ward, except as the grace of God lays hold of 
“What, then, is to become of our soul with- 
‘Christ? Banishment. Disaster. But £& 
bless my Lord Jesus Christ that there is a well 
at the gate of purification. For great sim, 
great pardon. For eighty years of transgres- 
sion, an eternity of veness. For

Colonel A. K. McClure, of the Philadel- 
phia Times, who is in Washington, has been 
ai some pains to present the democratic tar- 
iff situation correctly to his readers. 

The situation, as he presents it, will 
cause considerable of a flutter among the 
professional free-traders, but there can be 
no doubt that if there is to be any genuine 
harmony among the democrats in Congress, 
there must be some compromise.

In the first place, Colonel McClure says 
that what is commonly called the Oak View 
tariff conference, at which it was supposed 
that the president, Mr. Carlisle and C on- 
gressman Scott, of Pennsylvania, had deci- 
ded on a tariff reduction policy for the ad- 
ministration, was never held. There was a 
conference, but it was not a tariff confer- 
ence, and the tariff wasonly discussed inci- 
dentally as other matters were discussed.

lisle to settle even a basis of tariff revision, 


much less tariff details. 

In the third place, Colonel McClure says 
that Mr. Carlisle will be elected speaker by 
the united democratic vote, and that it is 
mosecret that he does not propose to at- 
tempt to enforce any particular tariff policy 
upon the party by the special recognition or 
the special rejection of prominent men be-

The four of us were put off at Wayne junc- 
tion the other day to wait for the train on the Flint 
and Pere Marquette road—two women and men.

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Worn-Out Land. 
A WONDERFULLY SUCCESSFUL FARM 


The Different Systems Pursned on the Miss- 
issippi College Farm, and the Suc- 
cessful Results Obtained, 


STARKVILLE, Miss.,.. November 26.—[Staff 
Correspondence of Tux Constrrution.}—The 
farming operations of the Mississippi agricul- 
tural college here are very extensive, and the 
result of those operatigns are somewhat un- 
usual. The farm, and it is a large one, is not 
only self-sustaining, but is actually a source of 
revenne to the college. 

This fact, more than any other, perhaps, is 
the main reason why the institution has grown 
in the confidence and favor of the public. The 
farmers, as a rule, have but little respect for 
theoretical - agriculture, but when they bebold 
with their own eyes the theory in successful 
practice, it challenges their admiration, and, 
though at first unwillingly, nevertheless gains 
their confidence and respect. 

The agricultural feature of the college is un- 
der the personal supervision of Professor F. A. 
Gulley, whoin addition to the chair of agri- 
culiure holds the place of superintendent of 
farm work. 
and has been with the college since its organi- 
zation; a graduate of the University of Mich- 
igen, a practical and experienced agriculturist, 
it is diflicult to imagine a man better qualified 
to fill the onerons position he oecupics. I 
spent one whole day with him, together we 
went over the two thousand acres comprising 
the place, each field was visited, and the meth- 
odsand system employed in the production of 
the crops were earefuily explain- 
ed. Combined with great _intelli- 
gence, rare. judgment, Professor Gulley 
has all of the energy and. progress of the 
great northwest, and in eight years he has con- 
verted an old, worn out place in north Missis- 
sippi into as fine and productive a plantation 
as any in that section. 

It is interesting to know the ‘means he em 
ployed,‘to follow him in his work, and as Pres- 
ident Lee remarked the other day,if the college 
has succeeded in doing nothing besides teaching 
the people how to restore worn out land, the 
benefits to be derived from that -knowl- 
edge will more _ than compensate 
for any outlay that has been made 
in the establishment of the in- 
stitution. The late lamented Furman in Geor- 
gia popularized a system of farming known as 
the intensive system, and his memory is held 
in sacred recollection almest by his agricul- 
tural brethren all over the country. Fur- 
man’s work was a great one, and he well de- 
served the applause and fame he received, but 
how much greater the service to the state and 
to the farmer is the work of a man who has 
taught them how torestore to fertility land that 
for years had been abandoned as practically 
worthless and unproductive... And that has 
been Prof. Gulley’s work in Mississippi. 

He calls his system the extensive one in con- 
tradiction to the intensive system; he has 
written much about it that has attracted atten- 
tion among agriculturalists all over the coun- 
ry, but he has done better than that; he 
placed it in operation on the college farm, and 
the results as shown in the increased value of 
the land, in its increased productive power, 
has more than justified the expectations of 
the professor, and his college associates, in the 
suceess of the theory and the system. 

When Prof. Gulley took charge of the farm, 
it contained 1944 acres, 1750 of which were in 
cultivation. The place originally had been a 
cotton plantation, planted year after year in 
that staple, and consequently had gotten so 
poor that the very negro tenants upon it had 
left it to keep from starving. It was in thi 
condition when the state purchased it for the 
college. General Lee told me the other day that 
when he saw the character of the land upon 
which he had to work, and upon which the in 
stitution was to make its record, that his heart 
failed him, and he could not see a 
way out of the difficulty. Prot. Gulley said 
today that when he first looked over the place 
he thought the outlook for success was very 
poor. But both men went to work, and fwith 
energy and skill made out of what they be- 
lieved at first was their ruin as conspicuous a 
success as was ever displayed tothe publiceye. 
Here and there upon the place were strips of 
good bottom land, and upon that it was easy 
enough to succeed. Wherever the land wa 
good enough for cultivation the intensive sys- 
tem was followed, but foranumber of years 
the work of Professor Gulley was to build up 
and rehabilitate his worn-out land. 

Let us see how he did it. Hesaw that eot- 
ton could never be successfully raised upon the 
land for a long pericd, and he at once dismigs- 
ed allidea of planting it. He saw that the 
hope of the farm consisted in restoring the 
land to fertility, and to do that it was necessa 
ry to have cattle. All the money he could 
command he invested in common cattle, at the 
same time buying a fine Jersey bull. He 
fenced off the hillsides into different fields 
and turned his herd upon it, at the same time 
feeding them upon cotton seed. After pastur- 
ing for a year or longer, he endeavored to get 
a stand of Japan clover, which grows wild in 
some sections, and which is a popular food 
with stock. This clover or seed will not 
grow upon poor land, and whenever it shows 
up in a good stand you may be certain that 
the land is getting in good condition. Now, 
the result of this pasturing was two fold: 
first, the cattle were daily enriching the land, 
and the cattle were also daily getting fatter. 
Boiled cotton seed as a food produced the fol- 
lowing results with Prof. Gulley: Two very 
ordinary steers, in a poor, unthrifty condition, 
were fed upon boiled cotton seed, besides re- 
ceiving ordinary food. Steer No. 1, four years 
old, weighing 708 pounds, was fed 56 days and 
gained 260 pounds, or 4.64 pounds per day; 
steer No. 2, twenty months old, weighing 350 
pounds, fed 49 days, gained 240 pounds, or 4.89 
pounds per day. Prof. Gulley estimates the 
gain in weight to have cost not exceed- 
ing 14 cents per pound. The value of 
the manure arising from cotton seed 
food is largely in excess of the ordinary 
manure in point of fertilizing properties. The 
pasturage of the land in this manner produced 
the two-fold results—increase in fertility and 
in the value of the cattle. When the cattle 
would consume everything upon the land, the 
Japan clover would be allowed togeta good 
stand, when that too would be pastured. This 
is fattening to cattle and very app@izing, and 
at the same time its roots contain large fertil- 
izing properties that assisted in enriching the 
land. Theclover was allowed to stand say 
two years, when the cattle were taken off, and 
the land broken up, but the enriching process 
pursued by an intelligent system of planting. 

For instance, the first year he would plan} 
corn, followed by peas, which were turned un. 
der. The second year clover would be planted, 
and it was allowed to remain the third year. 
Each year two crops were gathered from the 
clover for winter feeding, and the land then 
was beginning to yield. The fourth year he 
would plant oats, which were followed by peas 
again, which were turned under. Now, for 
six years the land had been treated toa pro- 
cess that hourly enriched it; every single crop 
that had been planted had contributed, in a 
great measure, to its fertility, and if, at the 
beginning, it was too poor to make a& paying 
yield of cotton, at the end of the six years cot- 
ton planted upon it would make a good yield. 
At the lowest calculation, the land had been 
improved sixty per cent in

Professor Gulley, of course, in pursuing thig: 
system of reclaiming land, does not wna rtake 
to reclaim all at once, He confines his Operac. 
tions to a limited number of acres each year 
in order that it may be thoroughly done. ; The 
rest of the farm is cultivated with intellicence 
and feed crops are grown entirely. Nothing 
else is cultivated, for the reason that the obs 
ject is to raise food for the cattle, for by the 
cattle the profit is made. He does not plant 
cotton, for the reason that he has not w: rote 
ten the land to that point where he b lie veg: 
cotton could be raised-with profit. Whenever 
he succeeds in accomplishing that, his pure 
pose is to raise some cotton, but his theory ig 
that no ene can afford to plant cotton on poor 
land. A large amount of worn-out, worthless 
land has been reclaimed in eight years: ones 
gotten up to the standard, or even to the point 
where its product is paying, the land is never’ 
allowed to go backwards. but by a system of 
rotation of crops and by putting on it the profit 
over and above the expense of cultivating ib 
each year, in the shape of permanent fertilizae 
tion, the land is yearly growing richer and 
richer. 

The cost of working the college farm, in- 
cluding the wages of the foreman, is about 
$2,000 per year. This expense is met by the 
sale of cattle, butter, nilk, etc. Take, for in- 
stance, one year, and I choose 1885, for the 
reason that I have the figures before me: S965 
worth of cattle were sold, $2,247.74 worth of 
beef on foot were sold, $2,293.37 worth of milk 
was sold, $581.96 worth of bufter; while the 
products cf field crops, over and above what 
was necessary for the place, amounted to 
$814.50. Here from five items was realized 
$6,902.57, and at the sametime the, college’ 
supplied 276 students with every thing they 
desired, that could be raised or supplied from 
the farm. Professor Gulley admits that he 
could not make this showing withoxt the 
aid of catile, but you will observe 
that he could not inaugurate 
tho system of improving his land without the 
cattle. Everything that is made over and 
above the cost of production goes right back 
upon the land in the way of permanent imé 
provements. Mile after mile of fencing had 
been erected, this is necessary because of the 
system of pasturing, ditches have been cat, 
terraces have been built, old hillsides that for 
years held up to heaven the barrest of faces 
have been sodded with grass, fields whose le 
cations and who¢e soils prevent them from be- 
ing planted in cereals have been sown and 
sodded in different grasses. Bermuda, the 
Georgia farmers pest and _ = salvation 
has been imported by the barrel full 
and its long roots bedded in the 
ground; orchards of apple, peach, pear, and 
vineyards have been started, and bid fair to 
be wondrousiy successful. The agriculturad 
college last year shipped nearly a thousand 
dollars’ worth of strawberries to Chicago, an@ 
also placed on market other articles like 
grapes, fruit, etc. In a few years, when the 
orchards get older, the revenue from this 
source will be something amazing. 

_ At this place everything is worked to ad 
vantage. Nothing is wasted. More care ig 
taken than there is bestowed upm the plaees 
of a thousand farmers combined. Studentsa 
are taught habits that alone will do mmueh to 
make them successful farmers; tools and im- 
plements do not remain in the fields, but are 
brought to the yard and placed under shelter,, 
and when the year’s work is completed, they 
are painted and repaired and stored away. fox 
the next year’s use.

The prohis arn t 
guite ashappy as they might be ander other cir 
cumstances, but they are wasting no time in 
mourning over their defeat. 

THE MEETING TONIGHT. 

The announcement in yesterday’s CONSTI- 
Turion of the purpose of the Young Men's 
Prohibition club to hold a mass meeting at the 
Kelly & Rosser warehouse tonight created con- 
siderable comment yesterday. When members 
of the prohibition executive committee were 
approached on the subject they disavowed any 
responsibility for the Saturday night meeting, 
and several prominent prohibitionists declared 
themselves as strongly opposed to any such 
action. : : 

It was stated by one of the leaders last even- 
ing that it had been definitely decided that no 
mass meeting should be held, and that notice 
to that effect had been isswed. After this had 
been done there was, it is said, a conference of 
some of the leaders and the rescinding order 
was recalled. So the meeting will be held. 

There is talk of a contest, but nothing defi- 
nite concerning this proposed action can be 
obtained. Last night the disposition to con- 
test seemed to be growing—at least among 
the young men. A good many of the older 
heads decry this method of procedure, and 
urge that the fight is over, and that the mem- 
bers of both parties unite in an endeavor to se- 
cure a thorough regulation of the trafiic. 

The proceedings of the meeting will be 
watched with interest. 

WHEN IT WILL GO INTO EFFECT. 

The question, ‘When will this anti-pro- 
hibition go into effect?’ has been asked by 
many people. A number of attorneys were 
seen by representatives of THE CONSTITUTION 
yesterday, and while none had given the mat- 
ter much consideration, all seemed to think 
that after the result is declared the councilcan 
immediately issue the necessary licenses. 

Ordinary Calhoun was seen last night and 
was asked for his views of this matter. He 
paid: 

“The managers of election will bring to my 
office the returns of the election, which will 
be consolidated and I will immediately declare 
the result. I will do this shortly after 12 
o’clock tomorrow, as that is the hour when the 
returns will be given tome. It ismy opinion 


that so soon as the official announcement of 
the result is made, the law will go into effect. 


Matters will then stand precisely as they stood 
before the prohibition law was enacted. I be- 
lieve that there is nothing to prevent licenses 
being issued by the council at its next meeting. 
Of course, under the law, the council has the 
right to fix the license, but I apprehend that 
the present council will not hesitate to grant 
yroper licenses under the usual restrictions, 
tut that you may fully understand the matter, 
allow me to call to your attention the law on 
this subject.”

a Dying Girl's Accusation, 

Wuaxrsnarre, {November 27.—The Dr. 
James O'Malley who is aceused of criminal 
“malpractice by Anna Davis, aged 18 years, 
whose widowed mother lives in this’city, is the 
James Malley who, with his cousin, Walter 
Malley, was made notorious by his trial for the 
murder of Jennie Cramer in New Haven in 
1881. Miss Davis is in a dying condition, and 
has made affidavits accusing Dr. O'Malley of 


her. She says that for several months, 
he was practicing in Kingston, Dr. O’Malley 
frequently visited her; that_he once got her 
into his office and kept her there, by force and 
under lock and key, for several days. He af- 
terward would notallow her to go home, but 
kept her at other places, in Pittston and else- 
where. When she told him her condition, he 
rsuaded her to take some medicines which 
e gave her, and a few days before she 
arrived in Wyoming, finding that the medi- 
cine did not have the desired effect; he per- 
formed an operation, and it was from the af- 
fects of this operation that she is now dying. 

Miss Davis is the daughter of respectable 
parents, who came to this country from Wales 
many yearsago. She was in service in a num- 
ber of families in this city until within the 
last few months. In the early part of last 
week she came to a house. of questionable re- 
pute in Wyoming, kept by Hugh Adams, in 
company with ‘br. ames O’Malley and a 
young man and woman of this city. They 
passed the night there, and Anna, who was 
ailing when she came, was too sick to be 
moved the next morning. The others went 
away, leaving her there. She grew steadily 
worse, andon Saturday, seeing that the case 
was a seriousone, Mr. Adams called in Dr. 
Hayes, who at once pronounced it a case of 
malpractice, and that the patient had no 
chance of recovery, blood poisoning being man- 
ifest. Cvuroner Mahon was notified, and at his 
suggestion and in his. preseuce’ Justice of the 
Peace Nixon took the dying girl’s declaration 
accusing Dr. O’ Malley of the crime 

Miss Davis is still lying in a eritical condt- 
tion at the house of Hugh Adams, in Wyom- 
ing. She is so sick that she cannot be moved. 
The ante-mortem statement of the girl, which 
was taken on Wednesday, is now in the pos- 
session of the district attorney. Dr. O’Malley 
now says that itisacase of blackmail, that 
the girl called upon him for treatment, but 
that he did not perferm an operation. It is 
understood that O’Malley will show up when 
wanted. The district attorney will nct have 
a warrant issued for his arrest unless the girl 
dies.

O’Malley has been leading a fast life for some 
time past. Immediately after the New Haven 
scandal he was sent tothe New York college 
of surgeons, where he graduated. He then

The Surveyor of Hall Answers Jadge Bleck- 
ley’s Strictures. 

GAINRSVILLE, Ga., November 2¢.—Editors 
Constitution: In your issue of Stinday, November 
the twentieth, you haye published the bill Gled in 
Habersham superiorcovurs Ly Judge Bleckley against 
the county of Habersham, to set avide the line run 
by me as umpire between the counties of Haber- 
sham and Rabun, the last paragraph of which roads 
as follows: “The declaration was tigned by L, E. 
The county snrveyor of Hall county is 
named B. F, MeDonald.”’ Judge Bleckley in his 
bill. thought proper, in order to strengthen It, to. 
animadvert on me, and on my action in running 
the line between the two counties. He attempts to 
throw the whole responsibility of the matter on me 
for the location of the initial point and of the line 
run fromit, Laccept the responsibility of the line. 
I had nothing to do with locating the initial point. 
Judge Bieckley know, or rome Me to know, that 
the only thing IL had as umpire to do, was to settle 
the matter in dispnte hetween the county 
surveyors of Habersham and Rabun. They, 
phe two county vy bags 3 had no dispute. as to the 
initial point, andIran the line from that point, 
From my construction of the statute, Judge 
Rerckley indwiged in a fanciful-discription of 
the mountain ridge which wouki pale beicre Os- 
sian’s descriptions, and has indul in -& little my- 
thology, but instead of giving the serpent or Hydra 
many heads he has gone to the other end of it, and 
given it three tails, and he has seized on the lust 
tail, and holds on to it with the tenacity that the 
old primitive Baptist preacher said the opossum 
held on tothe limb ofthe persimmon bush when 
he had shaken all of his fat loose. ‘He's got tail 
holt on it and I can’t sbeke him off.” If thefinitial 
point had been left open by the two county sur- 
yeyors, my construction of the statute would have 

laced the initial point at tLe northeast corner of 
ot 173, for the statute distinculy says 183, near the 
head of the shoals, 173 is at the heid of the sheals, 
and 153 at the foot of the shoalof Tallulah river. 
The judge admits in his bill that there is manifest 
error in the act, and I think sotoo. All surveyor’s 
lines in running off the lands lotteried off by the 
state are anticipated lines, and a person could 
easily be mistaken in the number of the _ lot, 
but could not be mistaken~ as to the natural object, 
especially of such an object as the head of the 
fails of Talulah, and had that, the initial point from 
which the line was to run, been left ey I would 
have selzeithe head of Judge Blackley’s serpent 
just as it lay in its coil above the tail, which the 
judge seized, and as the head would have been ele- 
vated, aud as his hydra had “three tails, his head 
must have been in itselevation,nearabout the middle 
of the coil. That is, baving three tails as the serpent 
lay in its coil the tails would not all have been to- 
gether, but the encs must have been equidistant, 
andthe head elevated at 173, which would have 
been between the judge’s serpent’s tails. 

It is true that I did not call on the ordinary of 

Rubun. I would not walk fourteen or sixteen miles 
over the mountains to visit the ordinary of Rubun, 
especially when it was that distance beyond where 
the work was to be done, and the mountaius there 
are not mole hills. I went to Clarksville, as it was 
the point I was written to, to meet the two county 
surveyors, and it was no fault of mine that the coun- 
ty surveyor of Rubun was not there, for I had noti- 
fed him in writing the day I would be in 
Clarksville, When I _ reached Clarksville, 
I went to the ordiparv’s office and introduced my- 
self to him and politely asked him for the oflicial 
map of Habersham county and he handed it to me, 
While I was in his office some gentlemen came in 
and introduced the question of the county line and 
‘I said to them (there was only one speaking) that I 
did not wish, nor would I hear any discussion of the 
matter, unless all the parties were present, and 
nothing more was said on the subject. I accepted 
the hospitality of the ordinary.of Hahersham as did 
the county surveyorof Habersham andif the county 
surveyor of Rabun had been in: Clarksville I have 
no doubt the ordinary of Habersham would haye 
extended the same courtesy to him. The next 
morning, as alleged in the bill, the ordinary of 
Habersham and the county surveyor and myself 
went on the train to Tallulah, and there met the or- 
dinary and county surveyor of Rabun. Nothing 
was sail either at the ordinary of Habersham’s 
house or on the way about the matter in hand. 
When | met the two officers of Rabun I politely 
asked them fora map of their county and did not 
demand it in a rough or ungentlemanly manner as 
Judge Bleckleyin his bill endeavors to make appear. 
At the time the county surveyor of Habersham wrote 
me that I had been selected as umpire, I notified him 
that I aecepted the appointment and would inform 
myself as to the statue, and write him what day I 
would be in Clarksville. 

After I had so informed myself, I wrote to both 
county surveyors theday I would be in Clarkesville 
and would go out and view the ground before run- 
ning the lines. When we were going out for that 
purpose, thgre were a good many per:ons who I un- 
derstog a citizens of Rabvn county, wished to 
accompany us. Is'ated to them that 1 wished no 
one in the party but the two ordinaries and county 
surveyors. None of those who were anxious to join 


usin viewing the ground accompanied us As a 
matter of course, I interrogated the gentlemen with 
me when we left to view the ground and topogra- 
phy of the surrounding country, The two county 
sui veyors carried me to the point agreed upon be- 
tween them as the initial point, and which was as 
statedin the bill. The.ordinary of Habersham 
objected to the initial point. I told him the two 
county surveyors had agreed upon that point and 
could not be changed by me. It was only the line 
from that point which was in dispute between the 
county surveyors and I did not consider, under the 
siatute—page 124 of the code—that I was empow- 
ered to open tl at question. I ran the line at the 
nearest degree which would strike the ridge run- 
ning the statutory direetion. IL will state here 
that the suyreme court ofthe state have in seventy 


fifth volume of Georgia Reports, page 369, 
stated that the line 60 graphically, po- 
etically and ancifully described by 
Judze buckley is insufficient. Head notes. First, 


Semble, that the survey made of the county line be- 
tween the counties of Raburn and Habersham, in 
1878, was insufficient and did net conform to the 
act of 1828, which a partof the county of Haber- 
sbam to the county of Raburn. 

This decision I didnot know of, and see, until 

after I had located the line now in controversy, 
which shows ihatIam not the only person who 
holds a different opinion from the judge. ButI do 
not blame him, for he is, or was, a practicing attor- 
ney working for his fee, and his case was a weak 
one. . He further alleges in his bill: “If the plain 
truth must be alleged, and ought boldly and 
frankly om an %occasion like the present, he, 
though well meaning, isa vain, weak and some- 
what peculiar old man, and one of his weak points 
is susceptibility to the influence of Kindness and 
friendly attention.’”’ These allegations the judge 
did not prove or attempt to prove on the trial. I 
will admit that am yain end weak enough, and 
have the peculiarity to do all legal acts required of 
me without fear, favor and affection, it matters not 
what or who the parties are, Some persons must 
haye been misinformed and have taken me for an 
unfortunate brother who was partially demented 
and was such a character as he describes in his bill, 
and which unfortunate brother was lately taken to 
his eternal home. Ifthe judge has such an one, 
which I hope and trust he has not, I Hope no one 
will ever mistake the judge for the poor, unfortn- 
nate one. 

I may have had “the viands, &c.,” of the ordi- 
nary of Hgbersham in my system when I went to 
make the survey, or I may not have had, but as the 
judge is learned in the law, and from his allegations 
is well acquain‘ed with the human anatomy, assim- 
jlation and digestion, he probably knows. Neither 
did he prove or attempt to potty this allegation. yf 
will say this, that I take all the responsibility of the 
line run. and had I construed the act defining the 
duties of umpire as authorizing me to open the 
question of the initial point, I certainly, after view- 
ing the ground and haying Dawson's compilation 
with me, taken the natural point near the head of 
the shoals at the northeast corner of 173 instead the 
northeast corner of fractional lot 188 at the foot of 
the falls.

EVOLUTION OF THE POPULAR TUNE 


Presents a Striking Mustration of the SurviK 
val of the Unfittest—‘‘Ben [ Bolt" the 
Great Sentimenal Success. 


How many of the popular songs of twenty 
years ago can the old boys of today recall? 
How many of tho old melodies that thrilled 
them in the days of their hot youth have 
found an abiding place in their memory? 
The evolution of the popular song presents a 
striking illustration of the survival of the un- 


fittest. 

The great sentimental success of the ante- 
war period was undoubtedly “Ben Bolt.” 
The untimely death of something loveable and 
beautiful was the usual theme of the senti- 
mental song of that period, though it varied 
occasionally in order to picture the heart- 
havoc caused by the separation of slave- 
lovers. “Ben Bolt’? was a splendid illustra- 
tion of the prevailingtheme. It was hummed, 
whistled, sung and played on musical instru- 
ments for more than a decade. It was im- 
mensely popular with the young ladies, many 
of whom are now grandmothers. ‘Sweet 
Alice” was shrined in every sentimental 
female’s heart, and the question of the day 
was: 

Don't you remember swect Alice, Ben Bolt, 

Sweet Alice with her hair so brown? 
She wept with —— when you gave hor a smile 


And trembled with fear at your frown. 


Sharing “Ben Bolt’s’’ popularity during the 
same period were two songs widely sung by 
Dan Emmett, Dan Bryant and other minstrels. 
These were ‘‘Nellie Gray” and “O, Susan- 
nah!’’ both depicting the sufferings of slave- 
lovers. ‘‘Nellie Gray’’ swept the country like 
a cyclone. 

My charming Nellie Gray, 

They have taken you away, 

And I'll never see my darling any more 
was heard on every side and yoiced by every 
tongue. 

‘(), dear Susannah!’’ was built more in the 
comic way, and the request “Don’t you cry 
for me’’ was based on the consoling fact that 
“T’m going to Alabama with the banjoon my 
knee.”’ 

The pessimistic strain in which the fate of a 
certain ‘‘old nigger,’’ popularly known as 
‘*‘Uncle Ned,’’ was bemoaned was well known 
before ‘‘ Nellie Gray”’ or ‘‘Susannah”’ appeared. 
Dan Emmett’s ‘‘Dixie’’ and Foster’s ‘‘Swan- 
ee River’’ have proven the most prominent of 
the ante-war melodies. A sentimental ballad 
called ‘‘Lorena’’ was a great favorite in the 
60’s, and for thirty years previous the appear- 
ance and philosophy of ‘‘Old Rosin the Bow” 
was known to everyone. 

A state of warfare has always proved con- 
ducive tosong. The flourishing condition of 
minstrelsy in ages past was due largely to the 
warlike and adventurous spirit of the times. 
During the civil war both sides were prolific in 
song-making. The south made the first great 
hit with Randall's ‘‘Maryland, My Maryland.”’ 
The ‘‘Bonnie Blue Flag’ was the southern 
natioual air, and was to the boys in gray what 
‘*Yankee Doodle”’ was to the boysin blue. The 
southern women ardently took it up, and 
through every city rang the chorus: 

Hurrah! Hurrah! for southern rights of war, 
Hurrah! for the Bonnie Biue Flag that bears the 
single star. 

Of the sentimental songs of the war period, 
the most popular: were ‘Fairy Bell,’ ‘Annie 
of the Dell,” “Just Before the Battle, 
Mother,” ‘Toll the Bell for Lovely Nell,”’ and 
“When This Cruel War Is Over.” In the 
north, ‘‘Wait for the Wagon,” and “Tramp, 
Tramp, Tramp, the Boys Are Marching’’ had 
a great success during the same period, and 
the others that ran riot through camp and fire- 
side were ‘‘Mary Blane,” “Old Cabin Home,”’ 
“Fair, Fair, with Golden Hair,’ and “Daisy 
Dean.’”” Who has forgotten ‘Daisy Dean’’ 
and its wistful chorus: 

None knew thee but to love thee, 

rhou dear one of my heart, 

Thy memory is ever fresh and green; 
The wild-flowers may wither 

And fond hearts be broken, 

Still I love thee, my darling Daisy Dean. 

A beantiful song, truly pathetic, obtained 
great popularity in both north and south during 
the war. This was Florence Percy’s ‘Rock 
Me to Sleep, Mother.”’ 

The south produced twod war songs that 
evince genuine poetic talent, and have been 
accorded unstinted praise by the critics. They 
are the “‘Conguered Banner,’’ and ‘All Quiet 
Along the Potomac Tonight,’’ the first named 
by Father Ryan and tLe last by Lamar Foun- 
taine. One ofthe most pathetic poems that 
appeared during the war was “Somebody’s 
Darling.”’ It ran like this; 


Into the ward of the whitewashed hails, 
Where the dead and the dying lay, 

Wounded by bayonets, shells and balls, 
Somebody’s darling was borne ore day; 

Somebody’s darling, so young and brave, 
Wearing yet on his sweet, pale face 

The ling’riug light of his boyhood’s grace, 


Matted and damp are the curls of gold, 
Kissing the snow of that fair young brow, 

Pale are the lips of delicate mold— 
Somebody's darling is dying now. 

Back from his beautiful blne-veine? brow, 
Brush his wandering waves of gold; 

Cross his hands on his bosom now— 
Somebody’s darling is still and cold.. 


Kiss him once for somebody’s sake; 
Murmur a prayer soft and low; 
One bright curl from its fair mates take, 
They were somebody's pride, you know. 
Somebody’s hand had rested there; 
Was it a mother’s soft and white? 
Or have the lips of a sister, fair, 
Been baptized in their waves of light? 


The circus clown was the great promulgator 
of popular music during and just after the 
war. He was then in the full blaze of his 
glory. Since then the blaze has degenerated 
to a spark, and that is threatening to go out. 
But twenty years ago he was the biggest at- 
traction in the ring, and his song sold like 
shares in a wild-cat mining scheme. 

The war songs were succeeded by what 
might be termed the Billyemersonian epoch. 
These were the dayswhen the ‘Big Sunflow- 
er’ and “‘Love Among the Roses’ were epi- 
demic. The agile Billy was the pioneer of the 
genteel song-and-dance business, and when he 
sang: : 

I feel just as happy as a big sunflower 

That nods and bends in the breezes, 
And my heart is as light as the wind that blows 
The leaves from off the trees-es” 

he was pronounced unapproachable. Of the 
same date is that ridiculous composition, 
“Captain Jenks of the Horse Marines.” W. 
H. Lingard brought it over from London and 
first sang it in his lightning changes. Lingard 
has never been surpassed in his act of light- 
ning changes, and while he maintained 
intimate relations with ‘Captain 
Jenks’’ he prospered. When he attempt- 
ed something higher he got into trouble. “Pat 
Malloy,’’ ‘The Chararia Young Man on the 
Flying Trapeze,” ‘The Dark tirl Dressed in 
Blue,” “The Fellow That Looks Like Me,” 
‘*In the Bowery,’ and ‘‘The Yellow Girl That 
Winked at Me” were widely sung at the time. 
The invasion of Lydia Thompson and her 
British blondes in 1568 was followed by a del- 
uge of English music hall songs. About this 
time the topical song began to appear. Tony 
Pastor and his imitators preferring 
that sort of composition. In the early ’70’s the 
big successes were: ‘Little Fraud,’ “I Feel 
So Awful Jolly When the Band Begins to 
Play,’”’ “Champagne Charlie,” “The Mulligan 
Guards,’”’ ‘‘The Cottage by the Sea,” ‘Killar- 
ney,’’ “Good-By, Charlie,” “Ten Thousand 
Miles Away,’’ and “Jennie, the Pride of Kil- 
dare.’"”’ Then came: “My Gal,” “Strolling on 
the Sands,”” “There's a Letter in the Candle,” 
and since then the quantity has increased and 
the quality decreased in the same ratio.
